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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach and/or suggest a silicon oxide powder producing apparatus which includes 
a charge feed means for feeding a raw material powder mixture containing silicon 
dioxide powder to a reaction chamber, within the reaction chamber the powder is 
reacted to produce a silicon oxide gas, a transfer conduit which transfers the silicon 
oxide gas from the reaction chamber to a deposition chamber includes a heater which 
maintains the temperature of the silicon oxide gas at a desired temperature, the 
deposition chamber in which a substrate is provided includes a coolant circuit, provides 
temperature control within the deposition chamber such that the silicon oxide deposits 
on the surface of the cooled substrate and the apparatus further includes means to 
recover the silicon oxide deposited on the substrate. The prior art fails to teach 
including a heater which is in communication with the transfer conduit and further does 
not teach a coolant circuit which is in communication with the deposition chamber, these 
temperature control means improves the overall efficiency of the apparatus and has not 
been taught or fairly suggested either singularly or in combination by the prior art.
